Carl Beane dies in 
Sturbridge crash

STURBRIDGE — The tragic accident that 
claimed the life of local legendary figure Carl 
Beane stunned not only Red Sox Nation, it 
enveloped area people who knew him well. 

Beane, 59, died of an apparent heart at- 
tack as he was returning home after an early 
morning radio broadcast on Wednesday, May 
9. A columnist for Turley Publications Inc., 
publisher of Agawam Advertiser News, he 
had been battling various health problems for 
the past few years. But despite his struggles 
and being the consummate professional, he 
continued working. 

For Beane, working was a true labor of 
love. 

The tragedy of this was that during Beane’s 
40-year career in sports media, he had 
achieved his dream job. For the past 10 years, 
Beane was the public address announcer for 
the Boston Red Sox and was intricately in- 
volved with the Red Sox organization. Be- 
fore, he had covered the team exclusively on 
radio. 

“Carl was a true professional,” said Tom 
Cuddy of WBZ and Tom Cuddy Sports. “Be- 
cause as a radio voice, we would have him do 
the hardest interviews. Invariably, this would 
mean going into the visitor’s locker room or 
the loser’s room. Carl was able to ask the 
hard questions and the athlete or coach would 
answer. He might have to ask the same ques- 
tion two or three times and he wouldn’t take 
no for an answer. He always got the interview 
he needed.” 

Beane began his broadcasting career at 
local stations, including WARE. He swiftly 
climbed the career ladder and was a vital 
correspondent for media outlets across the 
country. In addition, he would pinch hit for 
Cuddy on WBZ and other greater Boston me- 
dia outlets. 

There were two great achievements for 
Beane at the macro level. The first came in 
1988 when he was in Seoul covering the 
Olympic Games. There, with Ed Coleman, 
who now covers the New York Mets, Beane 
anchored roundup coverage of the daily 
events of the Olympiad. It was a remark- 
able thrust by Beane. He carried it forward, 
increasing his work in town. Beane modeled 
his Fenway Park address after Hall of Famer 
Sherm Feller, whom he paid tribute to before 
each game. Beane took over for Ed Brickley, 
who was the PA announcer from 1997-2002. 

“We are filled with sadness at this tragic 
news,’ said Red Sox President/CEO Larry 
Lucchino. “No one loved his role with the 
Red Sox more than Carl did his. He adored 
the opportunity to pay homage each game to 
Sherm Feller, and to contribute to the culture 
of Fenway Park, a place he loved passionate- 
ly. His legion of friends with the Red Sox and 
the media will miss him enormously, and all 
of Red Sox Nation will remember his pres- 
ence, his warmth, and his voice. 

“On behalf of John Henry, Tom Werner, 
our partners, and our entire organization, we 
extend our deepest sympathies to his wife, 
Lorraine; his daughter, Nicole; and his grand- 
daughters, Maddie and Gena.”

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Agawam native was 
Red Sox announcer

AGAWAM — Agawam native Carleton 
Beane knew at age 12 that he wanted to be 
involved in sports broadcasting, but never 
imagined he would be living his dream as the 
Boston Red Sox public address announcer. 

He announced at the first World Series 
games at Fenway Park in nearly 20 years, 
and holds two championship rings as a mem- 
ber of the organization. He passed away on 
May 9 as a result of a tragic car accident in 
Sturbridge. 

Beane grew up in Agawam and also spent 
time living in nearby Southwick. 

His friend, schoolmate, and business man- 
ager Annette Wells said he figured out his 
calling when he was young. 

“When he would hang out with his friends, 
he would turn down the volume on the games 
and would do the play-by-play himself,” said 
Wells. 

Wells also said Beane was an accom- 
plished musician, and was a part of bands as 
a drummer during his middle and high school 
days. 

When he graduated from Agawam High 
School in 1971, he chose to pursue his dream 
of sports broadcasting — eventually spending 
40 years in the broadcasting field, covering 
local games as well as working for the major 
New England sports teams, the Boston Red 
Sox, Celtics, and Bruins. 

In a 2005 interview, Beane said divine 
intervention led him to the Boston Red Sox 
public address announcer’s booth. 

“I couldn’t have 
picked a better two 
years to start,” said 
Beane.

“I just got up, 
made the call, and they asked me what I was 
doing this weekend,” Beane had said. 

Beane then flew down to Fort Myers, Fla., 
where the Red Sox were in spring training. 
He received a live audition, announcing play- 
ers during a game against the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates at City of Palms Park. 

Though he made an error in calling former 
Red Sox outfielder Jeremy Giambi, Jason 
(his brother who plays for the Yankees), he 
managed to cover his mistake up, and played 
to the crowd in the process. Leaving Fort 
Myers, management had told him he was 
the frontrunner for the job that had 165 ap- 
plicants prior to his phone call. 

After the process was cut down to the final 
five, including Beane, the finalists were in- 
vited to Fenway Park for a last audition. 

“I asked to go first because I wanted to set 
the standard,” said Beane. “I wanted every-

Carl Beane dies in May 9 crash

Beane’s family released a statement fol- 
lowing his death: “The family and friends of 
Carl Beane appreciate all the heartfelt senti- 
ments that we have received. This is a very 
difficult time for all of us. Please remember 
Carl as the man who had the best job in the 
world. Carl also loved to share his good for- 
tune with everyone. He could talk to children 
as well as senior citizens as if they were all 
the best of friends. We will 
miss Carl so very much.” 

Agawam Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen recalled Beane 
fondly, and said he would 
often text Beane during 
Red Sox home games to 
joke that his voice would 
not carry far enough for the 
television. Almost always, 
Beane would text back with 
a quip. 

As they remembered Carl 
on the Red Sox radio broad- 
cast Wednesday night, Joe 
Castiglione pointed out that 
it was Beane who continued 
to stay in touch with New 
York Yankees PA announc- 
er Bob Sheppard, keeping 
the industry giant appraised 
of day-to-day happenings 
at the ballpark. 

Beane holds a special 
place in the human pan- 
theon because he walked 
equally proud with people 
in the profession at every 
level. 

Howard Ulman, chief writer for the Asso- 
ciated Press in Boston, said, “Carl was al- 
ways working. But he loved it. I know that 
he would do his work (as the PA announcer) 
and then afterward, would cover the Red 
Sox for his radio contracts. But he was doing 
what he loved.” 

And this from Lou Conte, a former class- 
mate of Beane at Agawam High School and 
the school’s former athletic director: “Carl 
had a passion for the Red Sox. But it wasn’t 
just the ego part of it. This is a sad day in 
Agawam because he always gave back to the 
community, always speaking at the elemen- 
tary schools, always reaching out. He would 
come back to the school and proudly show 
his World Series rings. It was because he 
cared about the people here. He was proud 
of what he accomplished, but he wanted to 
share it, too.” 

Conte added, “I would even call him dur- 
ing the Red Sox games. It would be funny. 
Pd call him, and he’d be working, you’d hear 
Carl saying, ‘Now batting, number 34, Da- 
vid Ortiz!’, the voice all of Red Sox Nation 
grew to know. Then he returned to the phone 
and say, ‘Hey Lou, what’s going on?’ 

“Carl loved what he did and never short- 
changed his profession ... He was a model 
because the dream is to love your work and 
wake up in the morning knowing you can’t 
wait to get there.” 

Pastor Tom Crouse, of Holland Congre- 
gational Church and a longtime friend of 
Beane’s, was at a meeting in Worcester when 
he received word of Beane’s accident. 


Local legend Carl Beane 
is being remembered by 
many after passing away 
Wednesday, May 9. 


“We were very close friends,’ Crouse 
said. “We co-hosted a Friday afternoon ra- 
dio show in Worcester. He had a true faith in 
Christ. He truly believed the reason he got 
this job was because of his faith in the Lord. 
He saw that as a platform.” 

And Cuddy would travel with Beane 
from Western Massachusetts to cover the 
New England Patriots and the conversa- 
tions would cover a wide range of topics, 
including Beane’s reverence for his family, 
the Sox and his passion for 
music. A wildly distinctive 
drummer, he was a follower 
and friend of the legendary 
Buddy Rich. Beane played 
in bands — and in the par- 
lance of how athletes might 
describe it — Beane could 
play. 

But it always came back 
to the Red Sox, though 
clearly, the Boston Bruins 
were a closet passion. 

“We would come home 
from school,” recalled Con- 
te, “and Carl would turn the 
sound down on the televi- 
sion and do play-by-play. 
He always had that feel.” 

On those drives back 
home from Foxborough, 
Beane would talk about his 
concerns for his family and 
his daughter, Nikki, and his 
grandchildren. He loved his 
wife, Lorraine, and con- 
stantly wrestled with his 
deep love for his family and 
the tug-of-war that played with his undying 
commitment to sports and the Red Sox. 

“The Red Sox are everything I ever want- 
ed to do in life,” he said one night, departing 
Gillette Stadium. “This is my dream come 
true.” 

But this spring, Beane chose not to go to 
spring training, fearful about the declining 
health of his mother back home in Agawam. 

“I can’t leave right now,” he had said. “It’s 
not the right thing to do.” 

One night when the Boston Celtics had 
been engaged in a particularly tough game, 
replete with controversial calls, Beane was 
moving back and forth from one locker room 
to the other. But Cuddy and others needed 
the radio interview quickly. Beane silenced 
the anxiety by appealing to professionalism. 

He said, “We can slow down for a min- 
ute.” Then raising his voice, he answered, 
“The important thing is to get it right.” 

His family has asked that donations be 
made to either the American Diabetes As- 
sociation (diabetes.org) or to the Holland 
Congregational Church Building Fund, 11 
Sturbridge Road, Holland, MA 01521. 

A public memorial service for Beane was 
held earlier this week at the Sturbridge Host 
Hotel and Conference Center on Route 20.

one to beat me since they told me I was the 
front runner.” 

But shortly after, he announced as the new 
voice of Fenway Park and prepared for the 
2003 season along with the team. 

“This is a great job,” said Beane. “I get 
paid to say players’ names, and have the best 
seat in the house.” 

Beane’s hometown of Agawam continues 
to mourn his passing at presstime. 

“He was a great friend to me,” said Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen. “He and his family are 
like family to me and we talked often.” 

Cohen recalled texting Beane during Red 
Sox home games, jesting about Beane’s 
voice not carrying far enough for the televi- 
sion. 

“Td be watching the games at home and 
I'd text him and tell him to talk louder, I 
can’t hear him,’ said Cohen. “When he 
wasn’t busy, he would text back with some- 
thing funny.” 

Beane was well known for lending large 
amounts of his memorabilia collection to the 
Agawam Public Library for display. During 
his free time, he would make appearances 
at the library, something Library Director 
Judy Clini said was typical of the hometown 
hero.

“He would come and share stories with 
people,” she said. “He would interact with 
little kids and adults. He would spend three 
to four hours here at a time just talking to 
people. And he would speak to everyone.” 

Speaking engagements were something 
Beane did often, and none was more memo- 
rable than his appearances at Agawam Junior 
High School for the past five years when he 
would speak at career day. 

The event occurs each February and is 
sponsored by the West of the River Chamber 
of Commerce. Alan Rogers, one of the or- 
ganizers of the event, recalled the great mes- 
sages Beane gave to the students. 

“It was not just about ‘Oh I’m an an- 
nouncer and this is great,” Rogers said. “He 
emphasized the importance of doing well in 
school and what it really took to be able to 
do his job. Carl had to have a great grasp of 
the English language. Everything he did was 
scripted. He got that across to students and he 
really inspired them to do well in school.” 

Along with announcing for the Red Sox, 
Beane continued his affiliation with several 
radio stations, serving as a correspondent for 
Boston teams including the Celtics and Bru- 
ins, and also for the New England Patriots. 
He reported at Super Bowls, NBA Finals, 
and several World Series.

to cooperate fully with the district attorney’s 
investigation.” 

Following the investigation, Flannery said 
Miles will issue a statement to the media, 
“so that she may address a number of appar- 
ent misconceptions about the incident.” 

According to Flannery, Miles was recent- 
ly released from Baystate Medical Center, 
where she was transported by emergency 
personnel “for necessary treatment” follow- 
ing the incident, according to police. 

The Massachusetts State Police unit as- 
signed to the Office of District Attorney 


Mark G. Mastroianni, along with the state 
police ballistic unit responded to the scene 
to investigate. 

Petrangelo and Forgues, who are assigned 
to the midnight to 8 a.m. shift, were both 
placed on paid administrative leave follow- 
ing the incident, according to Light.

Witness helps cops nab suspects | Man attacked by fox

AGAWAM — Quick thinking by one lo- 
cal resident helped police apprehend three 
suspects allegedly involved in two house 
breaks in Agawam Tuesday, according to 
police Detective Lt. Richard Light. 

The arrests happened May 15 around 
11:45 a.m., after a woman witnessed suspi- 
cious activity outside her neighbor’s home 
and called police to report it, said Light. 

The woman followed the vehicle occu- 
pied by the three men who were identified as 
Gary Houle, 41, from White Street in Chi- 
copee; Michael Russo, 42, from Elm Street 
in Holyoke; and David Houle, 61, from 
Haines City, Fla.

Animal tests positive for rabies

AGAWAM — A Cooley Street resident 
was injured last week after a rabid fox at- 
tacked him in his driveway, Agawam Animal 
Control Officer Allison Strong confirmed. 

According to Strong, the incident hap- 
pened in the afternoon of Friday, May 11, 
when the fox came out from behind a garage 
and bit resident Larry Gousse in the leg. He 
was rescued by his son and another witness 
who ultimately killed the animal, she said. 

The fox was sent to Boston for testing fol- 
lowing the incident and Strong announced 
that it tested positive for rabies at presstime. 

An Agawam police officer and the Aga- 
wam Fire Department ambulance responded 
to Cooley Street. Gousse was not transported 
by ambulance but did seek medical treat- 
ment, she said, adding he will likely need 
post exposure vaccines. 

Strong encouraged people to be aware of 
the existence of wildlife in their neighbor- 
hoods, but cautioned that seeing an animal 
out on the street in the middle of the day does 
not automatically mean the animal is sick. 

“This time of year is not unusual for wild- 
life to be out during the day,’ she said. “They 
do have to hunt to feed their young, and it is 
spring.” 

She said residents are encouraged to con- 
tact animal control if they notice the animal 
is acting strangely. 

Randall White, director of the town’s 
health department, said he was called as a 
result of Friday’s incident because of the hu- 
man exposure. 

“We get involved because there’s the pos- 
sibility of rabies involved and in this case the 
animal was sent to Boston for 
testing,” he said Monday, two 
days before the test results 
were announced.

does not necessarily indicate something is 
wrong. 

“Homes and neighborhoods have been 
built in areas where these animals lived,’ 
said White. 

Residents should exercise caution around 
wildlife, however, and contact police if an 
animal looks ill, lethargic, or is otherwise 
acting strange or aggressive. 


How to make 
your property less 
attractive to foxes 


The Massachusetts Division of Fish- 
eries and Wildlife has a number of links 
on its website (http://www.mass.gov/ 
dfwele/dfw/index.htm) to help people 
understand how to live peacefully with 
wild animals such as foxes in their 
midst. The following is a list of their 
suggestions to make residential proper- 
ties less attractive to foxes. 

e Secure your garbage. Foxes will raid 
open trash materials and compost piles. 
Secure your garbage in tough plastic 
containers with tight fitting lids and 
keep in secure buildings when possible. 
Take out trash the morning pick up is 
scheduled, not the previous night. Keep 
compost piles in containers designed to 
contain but vent the material. 

e Don’t feed or try to pet foxes. Feed- 
ing, whether direct or indirect, can cause

foxes to act tame and over time may lead to 
bold behavior. Foxes that rely on natural food 
items remain wild and wary of humans. 

e Keep your pets safe. Although free 
roaming pets are more likely to be killed by 
automobiles than by wild animals, foxes can 
view cats as potential food. For the safety of 
your pets, keep them restrained at all times. 

e Keep bird feeder areas clean Use feed- 
ers designed to keep seed off the ground as 
the seed attracts many small mammals foxes 
prey upon. Remove feeders if foxes are regu- 
larly seen around your yard. 

e Close off crawl spaces under porches 
and sheds! Foxes use such areas for resting 
and raising young.

‘Whence Cometh the Marching 
Mohawks’ — Part I 


The Agawam Historical Society has a dis- 
play at the Firehouse Museum relating to the 
early Indian tribes that settled in our area. A 
sideline display of the Indian theme as used 
by the Agawam High School Marching Band 
can also be viewed. This includes one of the 
headdresses used by the Color Guard and a 
series of pictures of how the Indian image 
was used by the band. 

The full story of this display is a bit long, 
but we will try to take it from the beginning. 
The town seal illustrates this setting. The 
high school yearbook is the “Sachum.” Ear- 
ly pictures of the band show the Indian head 
symbol painted on the bass drum. 

The band uniform in 1955 consisted of 
brown trousers with an orange stripe and 
an orange jacket with brown trim. The hat 
was brown with a black visor. In an attempt 
to brighten up the overall appearance of the

uniform, the following steps were gradually 
added to the picture. Brown drums were re- 
placed with white drums. Black shoes were 
replaced with white bucks. The hat visor was 
changed from black to white. A white border 
was added to the orange stripe on the trou- 
sers. White gloves were added where pos- 
sible and white chevrons would be awarded 
to indicate musical and officer ranking. 

Given this background, it seemed to be a 
neat idea for the band uniform patch to use 
the symbol of the Indian head with the full- 
feathered headdress. When the Color Guard 
expanded to a number of extra flag people, 
the idea us using a headdress instead of a hat 
came up when someone had a kit for making 
one and this was available. At one point, the 
drum major would use the headdress with a 
full fall of feathers going down the back and 
using a spear with feathers instead of a baton. 
Eventually, we would be able to order these 
from a uniform company. We will get to the 
“Marching Mohawks” name next week. 

The Firehouse Museum will be open 
Monday, May 28 from noon to 3 p.m. and 
Sunday, June 24 from 1 to 4 p.m.

School honors longtime janitor, friend

AGAWAM - The Benjamin J. Phelps School family hon- 
ored “one of its own” last week when school officials were 
joined by the Parent Teacher Organization for a plaque dedi- 
cation in memory of Theodore “Tom” Lockwood, a longtime 
janitor at the school who died last August. 

The event was held Thursday, May 10. 

“He was super kind and a friendly guy,’ one fourth grader 
wrote. 

Other similar sentiments from fourth 
grade students were read out loud by Prin- 
cipal Teresa Urbinati, who said the words 
coming from the students came from the 
most honest source. 

“Nobody says it better than a child,’ 
agreed Superintendent William Sapelli. 

Lockwood was considered a beloved 
member of the school community, working 
for 17 years at the school. But he did more 
than just work; he interacted with the chil- 
dren, and attended both school and community events. 

“The students would always see him around town and he 
would make a point to stop and talk to them,” Urbinati said. 

Devin Jorgensen, vice president of the PTO, said Lock- 
wood’s impact on the students at the school prompted the 
PTO to get involved in doing something special to honor 
him. 

“We went out and found just the right rock and had a 
plaque created for him,” said Jorgensen. 

The plaque was placed just outside the main entrance of 
the school, the same place Urbinati said he would be found 
each morning. 

“He was always there to greet the children,’ she said.

The May 10 ceremony was attended by several members 
of the faculty and administration at the school as well as 
some parents and a small number of students. A ceremony 
was held with the entire student population the following 
day. 

Members of the Lockwood family expressed appreciation 
for the plaque placed in his memory. 

“It really goes to show much people loved him,” said Jim 
Lockwood, one of Lockwood’s sons. “I can’t remember too 
many custodians with rocks in their honor.” 

Another son, Tim Lockwood, said his fa- 
ther was very dedicated to the community. 

“He poured his entire heart into that 
school,” said Tim Lockwood. “It means the 
world to us that the school is showing ap- 
preciation for what he did.” 

A third son, Tom Lockwood expressed 
appreciation to the number of children that 
have expressed condolences and personal 
anecdotes. 

“We were amazed last year to see so 
many children attend the wake,” Tom Lock- 
wood said. “You don’t normally see seven 
and 8 year olds doing that. And this memorial is wonderful, 
we are very appreciative of it.” 

Fourth-grader Lucas Rosati attended the unveiling. He re- 
called Lockwood teaching him how to spin the trash barrel. 

“He would let us spin the ball back into its spot after he 
had emptied it,” said Lucas. “He was always so nice and he 
said hi to me every day when I came into school.’ 

Although Lockwood was retired from his job at the school, 
he continued to visit the students before his death Aug. 26, 
2011. 

“He was a very special man,” said Urbinati. “He was al- 
ways there, and the kids always knew that he cared about 
them.”

A program on herbal folklore will be pre- 
sented by Master Gardner Judy Anderson 
who will explore the history and folklore of 
herbs over the centuries. 

The use of herbs has been a part of every- 
day life for over 60,000 years. The way in 
which herbs were used by our forefathers of 
the 16th and 17th century varies greatly from 
the way we use herbs today. Culinary herbs 
were probably used more to cover up the 
taste of rancid meats rather to enhance their 
flavor. Medicinal herbs were used to produce 
a sweat or induce vomiting to rid the body of 
an ailment rather than to cure. Quite often 
patients would be cured of the ailment but 
die from the cure. Household herbs would 


have been used for purification of sick rooms 
or to ward off evil spirits much as we would 
use air fresheners today. 

Tomatoes were considered to be poisonous 
and greens were only served to the livestock; 
salads were non-existent. The leaves of bee 
balm were used by the Oswego Indians to 
create a tea that became a popular tea sub- 
stitute in New England after the Boston Tea 
Party. Sage was thought to quicken memory 
as well as a purification herb used in many 
ritual ceremonies. Chamomile tea, as we 
all remember, was given to Peter Rabbit by 
his mother after his adventures with Farmer 
MacGregor to calm his frazzled nerves. 
Young girls would place southernwood un- 
der their pillows to help dream of a lover. 

Take home an herbal planting. Herbal 
refreshments will be served. This event is 
sponsored by the Hampden Bank Charitable 
Foundation and is free and open to the pub- 
lic.
